1. The USIB Committee on Documentation has looked into the problem 
of citing reports, The frequently vague allusions to be found in one report 
when making reference to another now creates inordinate delays in locating 
needed references,

to its responsibilities for promoting means for making ‘optimal use of 
information of intelligence value and for recommending policy to the 
Intelligence Board in the field of documentatinn (DCID 1/4, paras, 2 
and 3 a).
